" M y God, look w h a t I ’ve done.” 
She said he paced th e floor of 
h e r hom e for sometim e, seemingly 
s tu n n e d and speechless, unable to 
talk coherently of th e accident. H e 
said la ter he had been blinded by 
lights an d did not see th e child ren 
until his ca r was alm o st oil top 
of them.

about h e r throat. 
H e 
confessed the c rim e once, 
la ter r e p u d ia tin g 
tile 
s t a t e m e n t 
and a s s e rtin g ho was being “ f r a m ­ 
ed.” 
G o v ern o r Fitzgerald, In signing 
tho o r d e r reducing th e 
sentence 
to 25 to 50 years, em phasized he 
was m e rely following th e r e c o m ­ 
m endation of P arole C om m ission­ 
er Jo se p h C. A rm strong an d th e 
w arden of th e M a rq u e tte branch 
prison, w h e re Best is serving his 
sentence. 
Both 
men said t h a t 
evidence which cam e to light, re ­ 
cently h a s aroused a “ reasonable 
d o u b t” In their m inds th a t Best 
actually killed Miss Schneider.

Motive Behind Action Is 
Cause for Some 
Speculation

W ashington, Dee., l l . — Consid- 
rra b lo curiosity has been develop­ 
in g lately as to why tho Roosevelt 
ad m inistratio n has chosen 
this 
p a rtic u la r tim e to

show ing the salaries of corpora­ 
tion presidents. 
Also 
th e re 
is 
m uch speculation as to ivliat the 
m otive m ig ht be. 
Maybe it is being done to en­ 
courage stockholders to 
protest 
an d m aybe it is to drum up some 
business for U n d o Sam, who gets 
tnoro tax m oney out of the higher 
salaries th a n he would out of the 
Came sum s distributed in the form 
Cf dividends to stockholders. 
T hus, a $200,000 salary of a 
corporation executive doesn’t real­ 
ly a m o u n t to th a t sum at all, and 
th e securities and exchange com ­ 
mission, which Is so fond of m a k ­ 
ing regnlations th a t forbid any 
m isleading statem ent to be issued 
or for any "m aterial fact” to be 
ig n ite d , has significantly elim- 
Iiflgiil th e im portant inform ation 
a s /to how much money an execu­ 
tive really derives. 
Pay Heavy Taxes 
A $200,000 salary, for instance, 
Rctually am ounts to about $87,- 
250. 
T his is bccauso the federal 
governm ent takes a tax of $D7,- 
000 and Now York state tak es an 
Incom e tax of about $15,750 on 
such a salary. 
In th e case of a $150,000 sal­ 
ary, tho net to the individual, a f­ 
te r paying federal and state taxes, 
Is abo ut $73,250, and th e net out 
of a $100,000 salary is only $58,- 
250 afte r paying federal and sta te 
assessments. 
Even a $75,000 salary becomes i tion, however, 
ab ou t $56,000 when th e federal publicity w arfare nowadays, and 
tax is paid, and then th e re ’s a th a t’s w hat the publication of the 


in the "re d ,” b u t it doesn’t af­ 
fect his salary. 
So he is much 
better off in th a t respect than 
a corporation 
president. 
Con­ 
versely, if Mr. Roosevelt did pro­ 
duce a surplus in governm ent rev­ 
enues, ho probably w ouldn’t get 
an increase In pay, so the ad­ 
vantages and disadvantages prob­ 
ably balance themselves. 
Most corporation presidents on 
tho other hand, would be 
glad, 
from an Individual income stand­ 
point, to trad e places 
with

President of th e United States be­ 
cause, as is the case with Mr. 
Roosevelt, the employer furnishes 
a nice yacht and pays all tho ex­ 
penses of upkeep. 
There 
are 
doubtless corporation 
executives 
who would agree to work for no 
salary at all if their companies 
would Just absorb th a t little Item 
of private yacht 
expense 
which 
they undergo each sum m er in pu r­ 
suit of relaxation from their huge 
responsibilities. 
nigger Salaries Help IT. S. 
The treasury departm ent, if in­ 
terested in higher revenues, ought 
really to he advocating higher pay 
for corporation presidents because 
when the salaries are high, the 
federal governm ent gets a larger 
and larger share. 
Yet $100,000 
spread out in dividends and paid 
to small stockholders would net 
the treasury very little. 
The lat­ 
ter would actually lose on th a t 
transaction. 
So bigger and better 
salaries 
might well be the slogan for the 
treasury, but, over In the 
Sec, 
where the effort to discredit cor­ 
poration presidents and stir up 
trouble with their 
stockholders 
seems to have become a definite 
objective, the idea appears to bo 
to call the high salaries to tho 
attention of the public. 
The federal governm ent is not 
tho guardian of tho 
affairs 
of 
stockholders of corporations cre­ 
ated by state law, and so long as 
the state ch arters do not forbid 
it or stockholders do not object 
to tho wages they pay their tru s­ 
tees, th ere can ho no legal obstacle 
interposed. 
Tho federal govern­ 
ment, of course, has no legal pow­ 
er at all to interfere.

But 
Presid en t Roosevelt doesn’t have 
to pay any stato taxes on his $75,- 
000 salary. 
Mr. Roosevelt has 
an o th er advantage.

IV csklcnt Gets Extras 
If corporation presidents 
had 
th e ir hom es and servants an d a u ­ 
tom obiles furnished to them free 
by th eir companies, as in th e case 
w ith the President of tho U nited 
States, they could afford to take 
much lower salaries. 
As it Is, th eir companies ar© not 
perm itted any deduction for ex­ 
penses of a 
personal 
character 
th a t m ight ho paid to an execu­ 
tive. 
In oth er words any sum s 
paid th a t are not legitim ately 
a 
com pany expense are counted as 
increased income to the recipient. 
A nother thing that happens in 
private companies and apparently 
Is of no concern in governm ent Is 
the relationship of salary to tho 
job done.

BRIDGE PLAN 


A r t i f i c i a l Islands a t 
Straits 
Suggested 
by Levin 


Ixmis Levin of Sault Ste. Marie, 
Chippewa county highway engin­ 
eer. has suggested a novel plan for 
reducing costs and injuring 
the 
stability of The proposed 
bridge 
across the Straits of Mackinac. 
‘‘W e 
must 
recognize the fact. 
that the Straits bridge proposition.) 
is a more or less controversial one, 
outside of the purely engineering 
factors,” said Mr. Ijovln. 
‘‘Any 
consideration of the latter must 
take into account some pdrtinont 
engineering facts. 
‘‘A swing span or lift cannot be 
considered at all 
In 
connection 
with such a project,” 
continued 
Mr. Levin. ‘‘If tho bridge is con­ 
structed. th e re will be 
a 
main 
span, tho height of which above 
tho w ater will he determined by 
tho U. S. D epartm ent of War. The 
figure Is presupposed to be 175 
feet above tho mean level. In the 
event that the St. Lawrence w ater­ 
way becomes a fact, 
tills would 
need to he considered further. 
"A depth of 40 fathoms or 240 
feet will ho encountered whatever 
routo is chosen for tho bridge. Al­ 
lowing for 50 feet of mud addi­ 
tional is conservative. Thus the 
total height of tho two main piers 
must bo .at least 565 feet.

Funds For Snow Removal 
IN THE Upper Peninsula and the north­ 
ern counties of Lower Michigan snow 
removal is of prime necessity during the 
winter. 
The keeping of highways open 
for traffic during this season is just as im­ 
portant the repairing of roads during the 
summer. 
While main trunk lines are maintained 
In splendid condition, rural roads taco the 
peril of being blocked by snow drifts due 
to the fact that counties are without funds 
to carry on an adequate snow removal pro­ 
gram. 
The 15-mill limitation amendment had 
made it impossible for counties to raise 
money for this purpose, and funds 
re­ 
ceived from the gasoline and weight taxes 
imposed by the state 
are 
Insufficient. 
Counties in the snow belt are distinctly at 
a disadvantage with those who happen to 
have the good fortune of being situated in 
lie southern part of the state. 
Representatives of road commissioners 
of the 49 counties, situated in tile snow 
belt, met at St. Ignace this week to con­ 
sider means of obtaining necessary funds 


Distribution Is Puzzle 
E MUST move.” says Alfred U. Sloan, 
Jr., president of General Motors, “to­ 
ward a soundly based and widely distrib­ 
uted economic well-being. This is the ‘the­ 
ory of plenty,’ as distinguished from 
the 
‘theory of scarcity’ which has dominated nut 
our recent economic thinking policies.”

could have done anything e ls e . 
Coming 
out for economic well-being is something 
like coming out for home, mother, and 
the American flag: thnt is, you’d have to 
hunt a long way to find 
someone 
who 
didn’t, want it. 
But the means of getting it aren’t quite 
so simple. 
If American industry is really 
going to take Mr. Sloan’s advice and pro­ 
ceed on the theory of plenty, this is the 
biggest news that has broken In this coun­ 
try since Paul Revere got off his horse. 
For this theory is one that we have never 
yet followed. 
Our industrialists, by and 
large 
are 
about the most completely able set of men 
at their respective jobs that the business 
world lias ever seen. 
The science of tak­ 
ing raw materials and transforming them 
into thiugs that people can wear or eat 
or use in other ways has been brought, 
tinder their guidance, to something very 
like perfection. 
Why, then, do we have occasional pe­ 
riods in which a great many people do not 
have enough to eat or enough to wear or 
enough things like autos and refrigerators 
and b r i d g e lamps? 
It isn’t because our in­ 
dustry cannot make 
enough 
of 
these 
things. 
It can flood us with them, and 
the men who run it would like nothing 
better than the chance to do so. 
The trouble rather would seem to he 
that we don’t yet know how to take ad­ 
vantage of our industrial brilliance. Un­ 
til comparatively recently, it was humanly 
impossible for the race to produce enough 
tilings to go around; and the way in which

er than a good-time charley w’ho would 
take in all the silver anyone has to offer 
at any price. 
— ERROR— 
Mr. Morgenthau’s purpose (as dictated 
by Congress) is twofold: (a) to inert 
the price of silver eventually to $1.29, 
(b) to accumulate a tremendous bulk 
it, until it reaches one-third of his gold. 
These purposes often conflict. 
That is, any buyer who does not want 
to play a game for greenbackers will try 
to accumulate as much silver as he can 
at moderate prices. 
He will get as much 
silver as he can before finally bidding the 
price to the top. 
He will keep his eye on 
bulk as well as price. 
The fundamental error w’hich causes 
all the misunderstandings in the situation 
seems to be this: 
The inflationists passed 
the silver act in the belief that the treas­ 
ury would buy faster than it could afford, 
thus forcing it into inflation. 
The treas­ 
ury is following the letter of the law, but 
not the hopes of the inflationists. 
This error will probably continue 
in 
status quo until after the next elections 
at least.

Responsibility Act Gives 
Protection to Public; 
Penalty Severe

Seven 
thousand

perso n s have learned by b itter ex­ 
perie nce th at there is a Motor Ve­ 
hicle F inancial Responsibility Law 
in Michigan and how it operates, 
yet t h o u s a n d s more p ro b ab ly d o n ’t 
know th e re is such a law, or it 
the y do know about it, d o n ’t know 
w h a t it is all about. 
T h e law is not c o m p u lso ry i n ­ 
su ran ce. 
It is designed to p ro­ 
tect th e public from u n la w f u l acts 
of irresponsible m otorists. 
In my 
opinion, it offers tho best pro tec­ 
tion in t h e field of m o to r vehicle 
legislation that he hav e today. 
It 
is not perfect but it is a step for­ 
w ard. 
How' severe is it? 
Let its. for example, t a k e the 
m a n who lias been picked up on 
th e stre e t for driving w h ile u n d er 
t h e influence of intox icatin g li­ 
q u o r 
a third cha rge of reckless 
d r i v i n g — leaving th e scene of an 
ac cident 
(the so-calle’d 
hit 
and 
run d r i v e r ) — th e person w ho kills 
a n o t h e r 
while 
o p e r a tin g a car. 
W h a t happens afte r 
he 
pleads 
guilty or is found guilty? 
T roubles Start 
First, 
he 
receives a sentence 
from th e court. 
E ith e r he is con­ 
fined to jail or prison, o r he is re­ 
q u ire d to pay a fine a n d possibly 
is placed on p robation. 
He, at 
this tim e, believes his

To qualify u n d e r th e law means 
th at you m u s t file proof of your 
ability to respond in f u t u r e d a m ­ 
ages in tile a m o u n t s of $10,000 
public liability an d at least $1,000 
p r o p e rty dam age.

s u r a n c e certificate, 
bond or d e­

How

many. 
N atu rally,

an d in su ran ce co m p an ie s will con 
sid er you a poor risk on account 
of y o u r record and th e y will not 
a s s u m e obligation.

Many a m o th e r has com e to my 
office and pleaded th a t the revo­ 
cation o rd er be set aside.

30 days after they becom e final. 
P e r h a p s that sounds easy. 
How 
m an y of you could pay a Judgm ent 
for $5,000 as a result of injuring 
or killing someone. 
T h a t is so m e­ 
thing else for you to th in k about 
As long as the j u d g m e n t rem a in s 
unpaid, you are off th e road. 
It isn’t pleasant to administer 
such a law but in the course of 
our duties we have many pathetic 
conditions confront us, especially 
w hen it affects the breadwinner 
Unfortunately, the 
very 
driver 
you wish to reach will refuse to 
listen to advice and perhaps if he 
did listen, he w ouldn ’t change his 
ways. 
The best place to start is 
with ourselves.

more of us realize that the key to 
safety, so far as our own driving 
is concerned, is vigilance and the 
absolute refusal to take chances 
then the wild driver will in time 
be more conspicuous.
